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SB 560 - HB 584 

 

SUMMARY OF BILL:    Authorizes a hospital or an affiliated entity to employ an 

emergency physician to treat patients at a satellite emergency department, or a physician to treat 

patients at a primary care clinic or urgent care clinic, located in this state and owned or 

controlled by the hospital or affiliated entity, if the physician is licensed in this state, and if the 

hospital: (1) is located in a neighboring state in a county contiguous to this state; (2) is licensed 

by the appropriate healthcare licensing authority in that state; and (3) holds a valid certificate of 

need for a satellite emergency department in this state.

Commission.
